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the Administrator of OIRA, with advance 
notification of any significant guidance 
documents. Each agency shall take such 
steps as are necessary for its Regulatory 
Policy Officer to ensure the agency’s com-
pliance with the requirements of this sec-
tion. Upon the request of the Adminis-
trator, for each matter identified as, or de-
termined by the Administrator to be, a sig-
nificant guidance document, the issuing 
agency shall provide to OIRA the content 
of the draft guidance document, together 
with a brief explanation of the need for 
the guidance document and how it will 
meet that need. The OIRA Administrator 
shall notify the agency when additional 
consultation will be required before the 
issuance of the significant guidance docu-
ment.’’ 
Sec. 8. Newly designated section 10 is 

amended to read as follows: 
‘‘Sec. 10. Preservation of Agency Author-
ity. Nothing in this order shall be con-
strued to impair or otherwise affect the au-
thority vested by law in an agency or the 
head thereof, including the authority of 
the Attorney General relating to litiga-
tion.’’

Notice—Continuation of the 
National Emergency With Respect to 
Terrorists Who Threaten To Disrupt 
the Middle East Peace Process 
January 18, 2007 

On January 23, 1995, by Executive Order 
12947, the President declared a national 
emergency pursuant to the International 
Emergency Economic Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 
1701–1706) to deal with the unusual and ex-
traordinary threat to the national security, 
foreign policy, and economy of the United 
States constituted by grave acts of violence 
committed by foreign terrorists who threaten 
to disrupt the Middle East peace process. On 

August 20, 1998, by Executive Order 13099, 
the President modified the Annex to Execu-
tive Order 12947 to identify four additional 
persons, including Usama bin Laden, who 
threaten to disrupt the Middle East peace 
process. 

Because these terrorist activities continue 
to threaten the Middle East peace process 
and to pose an unusual and extraordinary 
threat to the national security, foreign policy, 
and economy of the United States, the na-
tional emergency declared on January 23, 
1995, as expanded on August 20, 1998, and 
the measures adopted on those dates to deal 
with that emergency must continue in effect 
beyond January 23, 2007. Therefore, in ac-
cordance with section 202(d) of the National 
Emergencies Act (50 U.S.C. 1622(d)), I am 
continuing for 1 year the national emergency 
with respect to foreign terrorists who threat-
en to disrupt the Middle East peace process. 
This notice shall be published in the Federal 
Register and transmitted to the Congress.

Message to the Congress on 
Continuation of the National 
Emergency With Respect to 
Terrorists Who Threaten To Disrupt 
the Middle East Peace Process 
January 18, 2007 

To the Congress of the United States: 
Section 202(d) of the National Emer-

gencies Act (50 U.S.C. 1622(d)) provides for 
the automatic termination of a national emer-
gency unless, prior to the anniversary date 
of its declaration, the President publishes in 
the Federal Register and transmits to the 
Congress a notice stating that the emergency 
is to continue in effect beyond the anniver-
sary date. In accordance with this provision, 
I have sent to the Federal Register for publi-
cation the enclosed notice, stating that the 
emergency declared with respect to foreign 
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terrorists who threaten to disrupt the Middle 
East peace process is to continue in effect 
beyond January 23, 2007. The most recent 
notice continuing this emergency was pub-
lished in the Federal Register on January 20, 
2006 (71 FR 3407). 

The crisis with respect to the grave acts 
of violence committed by foreign terrorists 
that disrupt the Middle East peace process 
and that led to the declaration of a national 
emergency on January 23, 1995, as expanded 
on August 20, 1998, has not been resolved. 
Terrorist groups continue to engage in activi-
ties that have the purpose or effect of threat-
ening the Middle East peace process and that 
are hostile to United States interests in the 
region. Such actions constitute an unusual 
and extraordinary threat to the national secu-
rity, foreign policy, and economy of the 
United States. For these reasons, I have de-
termined that it is necessary to continue the 
national emergency declared with respect to 
foreign terrorists who threaten to disrupt the 
Middle East peace process and to maintain 
in force the economic sanctions against them 
to respond to this threat.

By the President of the United States 
of America 

A Proclamation 
America was founded on the principle that 

we are all endowed by our Creator with the 
right to life and that every individual has dig-
nity and worth. National Sanctity of Human 
Life Day helps foster a culture of life and 
reinforces our commitment to building a 
compassionate society that respects the value 
of every human being. 

Among the most basic duties of Govern-
ment is to defend the unalienable right to 
life, and my Administration is committed to 
protecting our society’s most vulnerable 
members. We are vigorously promoting pa-
rental notification laws, adoption, abstinence 
education, crisis pregnancy programs, and 
the vital work of faith-based groups. Through 

the ‘‘Born-Alive Infants Protection Act of 
2002,’’ the ‘‘Partial-Birth Abortion Ban Act 
of 2003,’’ and the ‘‘Unborn Victims of Vio-
lence Act of 2004,’’ we are helping to make 
our country a more hopeful place. 

One of our society’s challenges today is to 
harness the power of science to ease human 
suffering without sanctioning practices that 
violate the dignity of human life. With the 
right policies, we can continue to achieve sci-
entific progress while living up to our ethical 
and moral responsibilities. 

National Sanctity of Human Life Day 
serves as a reminder that we must value 
human life in all forms, not just those consid-
ered healthy, wanted, or convenient. To-
gether, we can work toward a day when the 
dignity and humanity of every person is re-
spected. 

Now, Therefore, I, George W. Bush, 
President of the United States of America, 
by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, do hereby proclaim Sunday, January 
21, 2007, as National Sanctity of Human Life 
Day. I call upon all Americans to recognize 
this day with appropriate ceremonies and to 
underscore our commitment to respecting 
and protecting the life and dignity of every 
human being. 

In Witness Whereof, I have hereunto set 
my hand this eighteenth day of January, in 
the year of our Lord two thousand seven, 
and of the Independence of the United 
States of America the two hundred and thir-
ty-first.
